Throughout his life on this planet man’s inner conscious­ 
ness is a field of conflict.

ed to his standard and-embraced his new religion which was 
along lines they understood arid in accord with their nature. 
He established a great empire and his influence yet lives but 
it has proved a blight wherever it has penetrated. 
It is not 
impossible that Christ could have succeeded as did Mahomet 
but his kingdom was to be entirely spiritual and he put away 
the vision of glory and power which he might have had by 
appealing to the baser instincts of mankind. 
However, this 
temptation was also presented again ivhen at the height of 
his popularity the multitudes sought to crown him their king. 
A reading of the lesson will reveal how even the devil 
can quote scripture when it suits his purpose, but it will also 
be noted that Jesus had a stronger quotation to meet each one 
advanced by the tempter. 
At length the die was cast. 
His mission would begin 
with the humble fishermen of Galilee, the element of citizen­ 
ship with whom he had been associated from his youth and 
t would not deal with the temporal affairs of life. 
His way 
would be difficult in the extreme and his life would be one of 
lardship and he would have no place to lay his head but it

Jay-W alker Inexcusable.

Points Be Kept Clean and 
Make Perfect Contact

There are a number of factors to 
be considered to insure good ignition; 
breaker points, must be kept 
clean 
and make perfect contact; m ake sure 
that the points separate the proper 
distance; coil connections ihust be 
tight; tegt for a broken down con­ 
denser ; there is ‘considerable wear on 
the distributor segments,
